south wing of the capitol, according to the plans sub-
mitted. 

SECTION 2. The work provided for in section one Work to be let 
of this act shall, after due notice, be let to the lowest "wedbiddier  
bidder, under such restrictions as the commissioners 
shall deem necessary to properly guard the interests of 
the state; and the whole shall be finished and cora-
pleted on or before the first day of December of tile 
present year : provided, no contract shall be made in-
volving a greater expenditure than the sum appropriated 
in this act.
